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U.N. Assembly 
seeks to help J 
poor nations f 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (AP) — 
$ 
Delegates to the special United Nations 
:*.< 
General Assembly have assigned top 
g 
priority to measures aimed at helping 
the poorest countries stave off 
economic ruin. 
But they can’t agree on where the 
money for the immediate special 
measures is coming from. 
The 
"working 
party" 
of 
the 
Assembly’s special economic session 
decided Wednesday night that various 
proposals for easing the present hard­ 
ships of needy countries should be 
taken up ahead of longer-range mat­ 
ters. 
Chairman Eustace Seignoret of 
Trinidad-Tobago asked for specific 
proposals in writing for the discussion 
starting today, midpoint of the special 
session. 
A cabinet minister from Sri Lanka 
told the assembly that fuel, food and 
fertilizer price rises have brought 
“some developing countries...including 
my own...to the brink of a disaster.’’ 
It is a disaster “which could not 
merely imperil economic development 
program s but which could even 
threaten the very foundations of their 
social and political order... Some 
measures of urgent and immediate 
relief must be found while the ultimate 
solution is being sought,” said Felix 
Dias Bandaranaike, the Asian island 
nation’s minister of public admin­ 
istration, local government, home 
affairs and justice. 
Bandaranaike said his country must 
pay 300 per cent more than it did in 1973 
for oil, 162 per cent more for fertilizer 
and 170 per cent more for rice and 
flour. 
Proposals have been submitted or 
are expected from 
Iran, 
France, 
Japan, Romania, Zaire, West Ger­ 
many, Ivory Coast, Argentina, Algeria, 
the United States and Italy. 
But there is a basic conflict over the 
mam source of new funds to feed and 
fuel the approximately 30 poorest coun­ 
tries hit hardest by rising oil and fer­ 
tilizer prices. Their added costs 
through the end of 1975 have been 
estimated at from $9.5 billion to $12 
billion. 
The industrialized countries are 
asking the oil exporting nations to 
contribute generously of their new 
wealth. Major Middle East oil nations 
have replied at the assembly that 
prime responsibility rests with the 
advanced nations.

trash can 
arbage, 
lf 
says ‘‘Thank You 


BROOKVILLE, N.Y. (AP) - He 
talks, he sings, he makes slightly 
risque suggestions and he swallows 
garbage. 
He’s Arthur, the talking trash can. 
His inventor thinks a kind word from 
Arthur encourages people to fill him 
with garbage rather than dump it 
where it doesn’t belong. 
Arthur is the brainchild of Charles 
Hamad, 24, of Danbury, Conn., a 
graduate student in psychology at C.W. 
Post College, and Dr. Jeff Corey, an as­ 
sociate psychology professor and 
Hamad’s thesis adviser. 
Arthur’s voice is a tape cassette, 
activated when trash is stuffed into the 
45-gallon can. 
Hamad said he has five different 
tapes for Arthur. Several say, “Thank 
you,” one plays music and another 
makes random noises. 
And then there is what Hamad calls 
the “X-rated tape.” 
Hamad says it’s “kind of corny, but 
says things like, ‘Meet me up in your 
room in IO minutes with a whip and a 
prune danish.’” 
But Hamad says a simple “thank 
you” seems to work best. 
Arthur is a standard plastic trash 
can. There is a face painted on the lid, 
with blond hair, blue eyes and yellow 
teeth. The teeth surround a plastic 
mouth attached by a hinge, through 
which garbage is deposited. 
When the mouth is pushed, the 
cassette is activated. 
Hamad says he placed Arthur in a 
college dining hall for about four hours 
one day. 
For the first hour, the cassette was 
turned off, and only 20 persons stuffed 
garbage in Arthur. 
For the next three hours, the cassette 
was turned on and “a few hundred 
people” used Arthur, Hamad said. 
But Hamad says Arthur has been 
used only for about 15 hours and more 
data is needed to confirm his theory 


that people are more likely to use trash 
cans if the can talks back, and to 
determine whether the novelty will 
wear off. 
“ Basically ifs an example of 
behavior modification, it’s merely a 
mild form of reward,” Corey said. 
Hamad says some students have had 
trouble coping with Arthur, the gabby 
garbage collector. 
“One person had keys in his hand and 
he thought it was a regular garbage 
can,” Hamad said. “He was sort of 
taken aback by the response the can 
gave him. He dropped his keys in it and 
we had to take the whole thing apart to 
get his keys back.”

G len n O K s debate 
with M etzenbaum

U.S. Senate candidate John Glenn 
accepted his opponent’s challenge 
Wednesday to public debates, but he 
promised U.S. Sen. 
Howard Met­ 
zenbaum, D-Ohio, he would press hard 
on the issue of “openess and candor” in 
financial disclosures. 
In response, Metzenbaum, on the 
campaign trail in Canton, said he “is 
anxious to ask Col. Glenn a few 
questions about his finances, too.” 
Glenn said he would debate Met­ 
zenbaum April 25 on WEWS-TV in 
Cleveland, May I at the Cincinnati 
Communications Coalition and May 3 
at the Cleveland City Club. 
“I believe the public’s right to see the 
candidates 
for 
the 
Democratic 
nomination discuss issues on the same 
platform should not be impaired any 
longer by Howard’s refusal to make a 
complete financial disclosure,” Glenn 
said. 
Responded Metzenbaum: 
“I am 
pleased that John Glenn has partially 
capitulated on the issue of free and 
open debate. But he is still running 
away from making himself available in 
Columbus, Toledo and Dayton.” 
Glenn earlier had accepted a date to 
debate Metzenbaum in Cleveland, then 
changed his mind saying he would only 
participate in a debate if Metzenbaum 


disclosed his federal income tax 
returns for 1969-72. 
Glenn said Wednesday the same 
provision goes for any dedates other 
than the three he listed. 
Both candidates disclosed their 
federal and state income tax returns 
for 1973, but Metzenbaum has refused 
to disclose prior income tax forms 
claiming they include information 
about private individuals who have not 
waived their rights to privacy. 
Earlier in the year Metzenbaum 
released financial information which 
he said should clear up any questions 
about conflicts of interest. 
Metzenbaum and Glenn both were 
scheduled to be in Cleveland tonight for 
fund-raising dinners. 
In other Ohio politics, state Sen. Tony 
P. Hall, D-6 Dayton, candidate for 
secretary of state, 
blasted 
the 
Republican incumbent for a 24-year 
record of perpetuating “outdated elec­ 
tion practices.” Hall charged that 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown “has 
consciously m aintained practices 
which systematically deny the right to 
register and vote to thousands of 
Ohioans.” 
The unopposed Republican in­ 
cumbent said his office for years has 
“been responsible for legislation that 
makes it easier to register and vote.”

Israeli planes bombed and strafed 
Syrian positions on strategic 
Mt. 
Hermon again today, Egypt hinted it 
might join the battle, and another 
terrorist explosion erupted in a Tel 
Aviv suburb, injuring 13 persons, of­ 
ficials reported. 
The 
Israeli 
planes 
scrambled 
following artillery barrages aimed at 
Israeli troops occupying the 9,232-foot 
mountaintop, often described as 
Israel’s Middle East eyes, an Israeli 
spokesman said. 
At the same time Syrian gunners also 
opened up on Israeli forces in the 
southern sector of the 300-square-mile 
Syrian enclave captured last October, 
the Israelis said. But the Syrians 
charged the Israelis with firing first. 
It was the second straight day Israeli 
planes were called into action and the 
fourth time in a week. 
Israel has held all high ground on 
Hermon since the October war. From 
the craggy windswept top viewers can 
see Damascus and beyond, the Israelis 
say. 
In Cairo, War Minister Ahmed Ismail 
said Egypt would fight alongside the 
Syrians if the situation on the Golan 
Heights became critical. 
Ismail, who is commander in chief of 
the armies of both Syria and Egypt, 
said: “If the fighting became more 
serious or the situation became criti­ 
cal, no doubt we will take part.” 
In the Tel Aviv surburban village of 
Pardes Katz, an Israelimade hand 
grenade exploded, wounding 12 Arabs 
and one Jew, the Israeli military com­ 
mand reported. 
The blast came as Israel sirens 
sounded throughout the Jewish state 
Steel prices 


likely to rise 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Director 
John T. Dunlop of the Cost of Living 
Council says an estimated 13.6 per cent 
increase in costs for the nation’s steel 
firms will result in sharply rising steel 
prices. 
“We expect prices to increase sub­ 
stantially,” Dunlop told a news con­ 
ference Wednesday. 
Steel companies will be free to raise 
prices 
without 
government 
in­ 
terference when wage and price con­ 
trols expire April 30. 
“We think there will be rather sub­ 
stantial inflationary pressures in the 
economy growing out of steel prices,” 
Dunlop said. 
He noted that the pending price in­ 
creases would be on top of the 9.2 per 
cent hikes already allowed the steel in­ 
dustry during the Phase 4 controls 
program. 
The 13.6 per cent increase in costs 
projected by the steel companies would 
be for the period from Jan. 81 to July 31, 
according to Dunlop.

Simon to tackle 
inflation problem 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The coun­ 
try’s high inflation rate will replace the 
energy crisis as the number one 
challenge for William E. Simon, Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s choice as his fourth 
secretary of the Treasury. 
Nixon 
named 
the 
46-year-old 
millionaire and former Wall Street 
investment 
banker 
to 
succeed 
economist George P. Shultz, who steps 
down in May after nearly two years at 
the Treasury Department helm. 
Simon has served since December as 
head of the Federal Energy Office. The 
White House said he will be succeeded 
as energy administrator by his deputy, 
John C. Sawhill, 37. 
Simon’s appointment as Treasury 
secretary is expected to touch off a 
struggle among Nixon’s economic 
advisers to gain a portion of the con­ 
siderable influence over economic 
policy-making held by Shultz. 
Nixon said he would take a more 
active hand himself in economic 
planning and will head the important 
Council on Economic Policy, a post 
previously held by Shultz. 
Other positions held by Shultz that 
will not go to Simon include assistant to 
the President for domestic and in­ 
ternational economic policy, which will 
remain unfilled for the time being, and 
chairman of the Cost of Living Council, 
a position of declining influence that 
will be filled on an interim basis by 
council director John T. Dunlop.

Sources say that Simon will face a 
difficult challenge in the international 
policy-making arena from Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, who Monday 
showed his interest in this field in an 
important statement on U.S. foreign 
economic policy delivered to the United 
Nations in New York. 
But Simon is said by aides to feel the 
major problem facing him as Treasury 
secretary will be the country’s wor­ 
sening inflation rate, which saw con­ 
sumer prices rise 8.8 per cent last year, 
and at a 12 per cent rate during the first 
two months of this year. 
Simon is said to generally support the 
approach to inflation followed by 
Shultz, including steps to increase agri­ 
cultural supplies combined with con­ 
servative spending and money supply 
policies.

to 
economic controls. 
Simon likely will give additional 
details on his thinking on ways of 
combatting inflation when he appears 
before the Senate Finance Committee 
for .confirmation hearings; expected 
early next week. 
Nixon pledges 
Latin trade 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon has pledged efforts to lower U.S. 
trade barriers with Latin America and 
said he will encourage American pri­ 
vate investment in the region. 
Serving as host for 24 Latin American 
foreign ministers at a White House 
dinner Wednesday night, Nixon listed 
trade and private investment as two 
essential ingredients for overcoming 
Latin 
America’s 
development 
problems. 
On private investment, one of the 
most sensitive areas in inter-American 
relations, Nixon said, “we recognize 
that 
each government 
has 
the 
sovereign right to determine the rules 
for investors in its country, but we also 
believe that private investment is the 
richest potential source of technology, 
capital and organizational skills the 
developing world needs.” 
The ministers dined with Nixon after 
spending the afternoon in private, 
informal consultations with Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- While 
Congress is in recess, nearly four dozen 
senators and representatives are 
traveling overseas at taxpayer expense 
— “feeding at the trough” as one State 
Department official put it. Many are 
accompanied by their wives. 
The legislators are members of 
delegations to international con­ 
ferences in Romania, Malaysia, Korea 
and Taiwan. 
Their itineraries also include stops in 
Paris, Athens, Istanbul, Singapore and 
Hong Kong. They travel in Air Force 
planes, and at each stop are eligible for 
$75 a day spending money. 
On two of the trips, the congressional 
delegations will meet with legislators 
from other countries to “talk and pass 
resolutions on international topics of 
the day,” said the State Department 
official who asked not to be named. A 


third group will look on as observers 
while outgoing Treasury Secretary 
George P. Shultz participates in the 
annual meeting of the Asian De 
Development Bank in Kuala Lumpur, 
Malaysia. 
On all three trips, some wives are 
going along “for protocol reasons,” 
said an aide to Rep. Melvin Price, D-Ill. 
Price and his wife are part of a 50- 
person delegation headed by House 
Majority Leader Thomas P. “Tip” 
O’Neill, 
D-Mass., 
attending 
in­ 
terparliamentary conferences in South 
Korean and Taiwan. 
The State Department handles 
arrangements for most overseas trips 
but refers all queries concerning 
itineraries to Capitol Hill. 
Asked why the State Department 
would not release unclassified in­ 
formation relating to travel at public 
expense, one department official ex­ 
plained that “their first allegiance is to 


the congressmen, and you don’t want to 
be running around advertising that 
your principals are feeding at the 
trough.” 
Members of the O’Neill delegation 
are stopping off for two days in Hong 
Kong, with the option of a side trip to 
Saigon, on the way to South Korea and 
Taiwan. Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., 
and his wife went along because “Mo 
thought it’d be a fun trip,” an aide said. 
The group of 
19 senators and 
congressmen, plus wives and staff 
mem bers, 
attending the 
annual 
meeting of the Interparliamentary 
Union in Bucharest, Romania, are 
going by way of Greece, Turkey and 
Bulgaria, a memo to the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee says, 
and will fly to Paris for the weekend 
before returning home.

Demo election wins to shape strategies 


WASHINGTON (AP) — And now Bob 
Traxler takes his place beside John P. 
Murtha, Richard VanderVeen, Thomas 
Luken and Robert Lagomarsino. 
Their collective clout in Washington 
doesn’t add up to much. They are, after 
all, the most junior members of the 
House of Representatives. 
But the way they got there will be a 
significant factor in shaping campaign 
strategy in both political parties for the 
congressional election season just 
ahead. 
For they are the men who won the 
special House elections of 1974, all in 
what had been safely Republican 
districts. 
All but 
Californian 
Lagomarsino are Democrats. 
“No Republican should assume he 


has a safe seat any more,” said Sen. 
Robert P. Griffin of Michigan, the 
Senate GOP whip. 
Democrat Traxler’s victory in the 
Saginaw, Mich., area made it four out 
of five for Democrats — and while the 
White House said President Nixon was 
not disheartened, some Republicans 
who will be running in November ob­ 
viously were. 
“It appears some Democrats are 
riding the President’s coattail to 
Washington,” said Republican Gov. 
William G. Milliken of Michigan, where 
VanderVeen earlier captured another 
traditionally GOP House seat. 
In each of the five special elections, 
the issues raised had included national 
and 
area 
economic 
problems, 


Watergate and the President himself. 
Although Nixon spent a day cam­ 
paigning for Traxler’s Republican 
opponent, the White House maintained 
that the President had not become the 
big issue in Tuesday’s election. 
No one can prove or disprove that 
Nixon’s situation was behind the 
Republican 
defeats 
there 
and 
elsewhere. But each of the districts 
involved went Republican by a land­ 
slide margin in 1972, before the scan­ 
dals unfolded. 
Together, the five elections point to a 
protest vote aimed at the Republican 
White House. 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., who is 
running for re-election this year, said 
he was concerned about a backlash 


against all Republicans because of 
Watergate. 
Vice President Gerald R. Ford said 
the trend in the special elections 
pointed 
to 
an 
overwhelming 
Democratic majority in the House next 
year. “One party control is not good for 
America,” Ford said. 
That, and the comments of other 
Republicans about the danger of 
damage to the two-party system itself, 
sound a good deal like the GOP 
comeback theme that followed land­ 
slide congressional losses in the 1964 
presidential defeat of Sen. Barry 
Coldwater. 
The special elections, the polls, and 
other indicators of the national mood,

Greece and Turkey dispute 
oil rights in Mediterranean 
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ATHENS, Greece (AP) — The armed 
forces of Greece and Turkey have been 
quietly put in a state of preparedness 
because of the controversy between 
their governments over oil rights in the 
Aegean Sea and Cyprus, informed 
sources reported today. 
Travelers arriving from Turkey 
reported "unusual military activity,” 
including tanks and other armor in 
operation, on both sides of the 125-mile 
border.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Was 
Patricia Hearst forced to take part in 
the Symbionese Liberation Army bank 
robbery? 
Everyone from the U.S. attorney 
general to the governor of California 
seems to have a different opinion. 
U.S. Atty. Gen. William Saxbe told a 
Washington news conference Wed­ 
nesday he personally thought that Miss 
Hearst “was not a reluctant participant 
in this robbery.” 
He labeled the SLA a group of 
“common criminals” and said he in­ 
cluded Miss Hearst “as part of them.” 
Miss Hearst was abducted Feb. 4. In 
the last communique from the SLA, 
which claimed it kidnaped her, Miss 
Hearst scorned her parents and said 
she had joined her captors. 
The FBI has issued a warrant for 
Miss Hearst’s arrest as a material 
witness to Monday’s armed holdup at a 
Hibernia Bank branch, in which five 
bandits who identified themselves as 
members of the SLA stole $10,690. Two 
bystanders were shot during the 
getaway. 
Authorities said Miss Hearst was 


identified as one of the five from 
automatic photographs taken in the 
bank during the holdup. 
Miss Hearst’s father, newspaper 
executive Randolph A. Hearst, refused 
to comment on Saxbe’s remarks, ex­ 
cept to call them “speculation.” 
In Sacramento, Gov. Ronald Reagan 
said he believed Miss Hearst acted 
under duress — “There still is no 
conclusive proof that she was there or 
participating of her own free will.” 
U.S. Atty. James L. Browning Jr. 
said a federal grand jury is reviewing 
the evidence and might issue in­ 
dictments by next week. 
Edward Shea, 66, a guard at the 
bank, said the woman identified as 
Miss Hearst took an active role in the 
holdup, “giving orders and all that, 
saying she would shoot the first guy 
that moved. 
“She wasn’t scared. She let it be 
known that she meant business. She 
had a gun and looked ready to use it.” 
After studying the photographs, Miss 
Hearst’s mother, Catherine, said she 
wasn’t convinced her daughter was 
even a participant.

million bushels. That was the lowest 
one-week export total in about two 
years, Shanklin said. 
Wheat shipments from U.S. ports had 
averaged about 18 million bushels per 
week since Jan. I. During peak activity 
last year they rose to more than 32 
million bushels per week. 
The low m ark for wheat exports last 
week raised doubts among some grain 
traders that shipments would pick up 
enough from now on to boost the total 
for the year ending June 30 to the 
department’s estim ate of 1.2 billion. 
Reports filed by exporters showed 
that nearly 932.8 million bushels of 
wheat had been shipped as Of March 31 
for the fiscal year which began last 
July I. Wheat remaining for delivery to 
known destinations this fiscal year 
totaled 
221.5 
m illion, 
unknown 
destinations added another 58.1 million. 
Thus, 
counting 
wheat 
already 
shipped and the total exporters said 
remained for delivery, the gross wheat 
exports by June 30 could total slightly 
more than 1.2 billion bushels. 
Shanklin said the arrival of spring 
shipping from Great Lakes ports is 
expected to stimulate wheat exports 
from now on. Thus, he said, the 1.2 
billion bushels estim ated still appears a 
sound figure. 
Assuming that, the wheat reserve on 
July I would be 180 million bushels, far 
below the 483 million bushels of last 
summer and the stockpile of 863 million 
on July I, 1972. 
Farm ers will begin harvesting 1974- 
crop wheat in southern areas by late 
May, with the new crop developing for 
market in Kansas in early June.

Radiation peril aloft 


One wonders how long it is going to 
take the government to crack down 
on laxity in shipment of radioactive 
materials on commercial passenger 
aircraft. 
There ought to be new impetus in 
the recent episode involving an 
inadequately shielded shipment of 
iridium 192. Passengers aboard two 
Delta Air Lines flights may have 
been exposed to harmful radiation. 
The intensity of that exposure is 
problematical; the Atomic Energy 
Commission is investigating. But in 
a sense this is beside the point. It 


should be possible to assure that 
under all normal circumstances 
airlines passengers will not be 
subjected to such a hazard. 
There are two ways of attacking 
the problem. One would be for the 
appropriate federal agencies to 
enforce tough packaging standards 
to guarantee against improper 
shielding of radioactive materials. 
Another would be to ban all tran­ 
sportation of such materials on 
commercial airliners. 
The latter course has been 
proposed by the Air Line Pilots 


Association, the Federal Aviation 
Administration 
balks 
at this, 
maintaining that it is the airlines’ 
responsibility to make sure that any 
radioactive shipments are properly 
labeled and safely packaged. 
This is not an acceptable response 
The AEC and the FAA should 
combine forces to set fail-safe 
standards and see that they are 
policed. 
If the agencies object to this, then 
an order should be issued requiring 
that radioactive shipments be made 
only on non-passenger aircraft.

French politics as usual 


By the time this column appears 
there may be as many as 25 announced 
candidates for the French presidency. 
April 
16 was 
the deadline for 
declarations of intention, but a large 
number of the characters who an­ 
nounced their ambition to replace the 
late Georges Pompidou are engaging in 
political blackmail and — even though 
their names will appear on the May 5 
ballot — will by then have announced 
their support for someone else. 
One party’s “candidate” is con­ 
spicuous by his absense: there is no 
Communist. Georges Marchaise, the 
extremely shrewd leader of the Parti 
Communiste (PCF), already has an­ 
nounced endorsement of Socialist 
Francois Mitterrand. 
This is a mixed blessing for Mit­ 
terrand. The advantage is that the 
highly disciplined Communist vote — 
which ranges from one-fifth to one- 
quarter of the electorate — is in his 
corner. Yet the thought of the PCF as a 
“government party” strikes many 
French voters as unthinkable. 
Mitterrand’s ideal scenario would 
have included a Communist candidate 
in the first round (if no one gets an 
absolute majority on May 5, the two top 
candidates go to a run-off on the 12th). 
This could have presented him with 
the opportunity to get in a few symbolic 
punches at the PCF, thus indicating he 
was no stooge for Marchaise. But this 
would also have been risky: the 
Communist candidate might have 
come in ahead of the Socialist, utterly 
destroying any chance for a left-wing 
victory. 


A TRULY Machiavellian proposal, 
suggested by a French friend, would 
nave seen the PCF fielding aycandidate 
but * ifotrtictiftg thmr voters not to 
support him! 
Believe it or not, the Communists 
probably could have pulled this off: 
they went fishing the day Pompidou 
beat Alain Poher, the 1969 candidate of 
the left, and the late president won a 
landslide victory. It was a cold-blooded 
decision based on the PCF’s judgment 
that a strong anti-American Gaullist 
was preferable to a wobbly centrist 
with “Atlanticist” tendencies. 
On the other side of the hill, a real 
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joker has just emerged from the deck: 
Jean Royer. 
Royer made his name and fame by 
sponsoring a law that put “les super- 
m arches” (superm arkets) in an 
economic straitjakcet in the interests 
of small shopkeepers. (During the 
Depression, a number of American 
states passed similar laws, but failed to 
save the friendly neighborhood bakery, 
fish market or delicatessen from the 
encroachment of the big chain stores.) 
Naturally, he is a hero to the small 
businessmen. But there is an additional 
demension: Boyer could emerge as the 
catalyst of what I have called the 
‘‘Danish Syndrome” — the anti­ 
political vote. 
There has always been a strong anti­ 
political tendency among the French, 
and de Gaulle capitalized on it until he 
became a bore. Voting for Royer could 
become the ideal way to kick the 
politicians in the tail. 


THIS IS PARTICULARLY true 
because the other right-wing nominees 
are old familiar faces who, for better or 
worse, have built a record. Jacques 
Chaban-Delmas, a former Prim e 
Minister, is known for his spectacular 
ability to (legally) avoid income 
taxation. 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing has been 
the Minister of Finance during a period 
of increasing inflation and unem­ 
ployment and is an outspoken economic 


conservative. At this writing it seems 
that Jean-Jacques Servan-Schreiber 
may be the candidate of his party of 
one: he consciously im itated the 
Kennedy image, won a remarkable 
victory in a legislative election, but 
didn’t have the sense to quit when he 
was ahead. 
Instead he made a complete ass of 
himself by running against Chaban- 
Delmas for mayor of Bordeaux; 
campaigning on his own turf, Chaban 
obliterated “J.J.S.S.” So much for 
charisma, so much for the “Parti 
Radical.” 
It is pointless to coninue these 
descriptions except to note that all the 
leading “Gaullists,” “neo--Gaullists” 
and “Independents” have been in­ 
volved in politics up to their ears. So, 
for that matter, has Mitterrand, ll 
times a minister, who once achieved 
notoriety by having his car shot up. 
His “miraculous escape” was sub­ 
sequently explained by the news that he 
had staged the episode! 
Which brings us back to Jean Royer, 
a new face ideally situated to denouce 
all the “old boys” and call for an end to 
“petty politics.” 
Since there is no reason to believe 
that France will escape from the 
“Danish Syndrome,” which has been 
sweeping all of Western Europe and 
Great Britain, don’t be dumbstruck to 
see Metterrand and Boyer as the 
candidates in the run-off on May 12.

ALBANY, N. Y. (AP) — Health of­ 
ficials say they have traced an out­ 
break of a rare but usually mild form of 
meningitis in New York to hamsters.

usually produces a flulike illness with 
fever, m uscle aches, pains and 
prostration. It normally is not fatal. 
The hamsters, state and New York 
City health officials said, were bred in 
Alabama and were purchased between 
Dec. 4, 1973 and March 24, 1974. They 
were identified in tests as the carriers 
of the disease. 
New York was one of eight states 
named Thursday by the U. S. Center for 
Disease Control in Atlanta, Ga.

reported. The others were California,

LCM 
is an acronym for lymphocytic chorio­ 
meningitis.

NEW YORK (A P) - Two weeks 
from today, CBS News will air a one- 
hour daytime news special for women. 
It eventually could become a regular 
weekly event, according to a CBS 
executive in charge of th project. 
The show is called “ Magazine” and is 
hosted by correspondents Sylvia Chase 
and Charles Kuralt. Employing a 
format similar to CBS’ “ 60 Minutes,” 
it’ll report on such diverse stories as 
hysterectomies, economical super­ 
market shopping and how soap operas 
are put together. 
How did the show come about? Was it 
prompted by pressure from women’s 
activist groups who feel daytime tele­ 
vision should offer its predominantely 
female audience more than soap and 
games? 
“ No, I wouldn’t think so,” says Bill 
Leonard, a CBS News senior vice 
president. He said it basically stemmed 


from a suggestion made about lVfe 
years ago by CBS program chief Fred 
Silverman. 
If the show gets the reaction CBS 
hopes it will, he said, it could become a 
weekly series in future years: “ I would 
hope they (CBS brass) could make it 
that.” 
It isn’t a low-budget effort, he said. 
Although he declined to say what the 
May 2 show is costing, he said the price 
tag was similar to that of a prime time 
documentary — in the $50,000 to 
$100,000 range. 


The show will pre-empt two soap 
operas — “ The Guiding Light” and 
“ The Edge of Night.” And Leonard 
expects gripes will come from devotees 
of those shows, as they usually do 
during such news pre-emptions. 
But he’s philosophical about it. “ This 
is only an hour,” he said with a laugh. 
“ I guess we can live with a few phone 
calls.”

Russians unhappy with Sadat

The Russians act as if they suspect 
they’ve been had by President Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt, and that can make 
them tougher to deal with in the search 
for an over all Middle East settlement. 
Moscow was never very happy in its 
relationship with Sadat’s predecessor, 
Carnal Abdel Nasser. But it is even 
more irked with the man who assumed 
Nasser’s mantle in 1970. 
This irritation has been increasing 
ever since the October war. Now, if 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
seems to run into mounting difficulties 
trying to bring about a 
military 
disengagement on the Syrian Israeli 
front, it’s a good bet Soviet pique has 
something to do with it. 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko has been trying to counter 
Kissinger’s shuttle diplomacy in the 
Middle East, and Syria is the obvious 
route. The Kremlin wants badly to shift 
attention away from Kissinger’s ac­ 
tivities to an unwieldy Geneva con­ 
ference where the Russians can be 
more visible. 
Sadat irked Moscow by failing to go 


along with that idea. But he had an­ 
noyed the Russians ever since October, 
when he failed to consult them on his 
war plans. He also: 
—Neglected to confide in his Russian 
allies before agreeing to Kissinger’s 
disengagement proposals. 
—Ignored a Soviet proposal that 
Russian and American officers sit in on 
the disengagement talks between 
Egypt and Israel; 
—Won majority backing for his 
policy from an Arab summit in Algiers. 
—Ignored Soviet advice and suc­ 
cessfully campaigned for suspension of 
the Arab oil embargo against the 
United States. 
—In a telecast this month retorted 
testily to Soviet complaints and ac­ 
cused Moscow of having opposed the 
October war and having been niggardly 
with arms help. At the same time a 
Cairo newspaper accused Moscow of 
systematically sabotaging Syria-Israel 
disengagement 
efforts 
and 
of 
begrudging Egypt better relations with 
the Americans. 
The Russians have had lots of time to 
get used to the idea that Sadat trusted 
them even less than Nasser did. 
Sadat is a devout Moslem who fears 
the Soviet brand of atheistic com­ 
munism . He gave a detailed account a 
few years ago of a bruising experience 
he had with Kremlin hard-sell when he 
visited Moscow at the head of an 
Egyptian delegation in May 1961. 
At that meeting, Nikita Khrushchev 


exploded when 
Sadat 
suggested 
Egypt’s international affairs were none 
of his business. 
Relations between Cairo and Moscow 
have always been on-again, off-again. 
They were severely strained in mid- 
1971 when Communists in the Sudan, 
Egypt’s neighbor, tried to seize power 
and failed; and again in 1972 when 
Sadat suggested the Russians were 
primarily interested in a no war-no 
peace situation in the Middle East be­ 
cause it would be advantageous to the 
communist cause. A few months after 
that Sadat abruptly told 15,000 Russian 
military advisers to pack up and go 
home, and the Kremlin had to grin and 
bear it.

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Office space costs rise for state

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The State 
Office Tower across from the capitol 
will rent for about $8.5 million the first 
year, but the state faces sharply in­ 
creased costs after July I, 1975. 
The Ohio Building Authority (OBA) 
the project financer, set initial rents for 
some 30 state agencies scheduled to 
occupy the tower. 
OBA agreed that through July 1,1975, 
the Gilligan administration will pay 
$8.12 a square foot. That would amount 
to about $8.5 million a year when the 
tower’s 1,048,000‘ square feet of net 
rentable space is fully occupied next 
fall. 
But, the three-member OBA board 
began last week to consider ways of 
refinancing 
the 
$60 
million 
tower 
project in order to prevent rents from 
climbing rapidly to $9 or $10 a square 
foot. 
OBA is financing the 41-story state 


tower through the State 
Insurance 
Fund, investment monies of the Ohio 
Bureau of Workmen’s Compensation, 
with interest rates being recomputed 
every two years. 
OBA originally agreed to pay the 
fund interst of less than 5 per cent. Last 
week it found itself approving a new, 
one-year, $76 million note at 8.6 per 
cent. 
An administration analysis said an 
8.6 per cent interest charge would force 
OBA to charge its state tenants about 
$8.75 a square foot in order to retire the 
debt in 30 years, $9.60 to retire the debt 
in 20 years. 
Gilligan estimated an $8 a square foot 
rental cost in his 1973-1975 budget, but 
state officials only a month ago talked 
about $8.50 a square foot. 
John B. Olsen, director of the Office 
of Budget and Management, called the 
$8.12 compromise a “conservative and 
solid 
fig u re.” 
He 
said 
the 
ad­ 
ministration couldn’t afford more. 


The administration tries to keep its 
agencies from 
renting space from 
private landlords at much more than $5 
a square foot. 
Still, the $8.12 beginning rate will 
cover only interest payments to the 
Insurance Fund and m aintenance 
costs, Olsen said. 
It probably will be insufficient to 
allow OBA to begin repayments on the 
debt principle, he said. 


John Kessler, OBA chairman, said 
Insurance Fund interest rates meant 
the OBA must consider lower-cost 
financing.

New energy chief to push 
conservation for future

WASHINGTON (AP) — John C. 
Sawhill, designated Wednesday to head 
the Federal Energy Office, says the 
major thrust of his agency over the 
ne^t 12 to 18 months will be toward 
energy conservation. 
Sawhill prom ised when his ap ­ 
pointment was announced to send the 
President a plan by Nov. I, to make the 
nation selfsufficient in energy. 
But in an interview before the an­ 
nouncement Sawhill said it would take 
several years at least to achieve any 
substantial increases in U.S. domestic 
oil and gas production. 
In the meantime, he said, the nation’s 
imports of petroleum will continue to 
increase — making it even more 
vulnerable to sudden interruptions of 
supply, such as the recent Arab oil 
embargo. 
During the next few years, the only 
way to reduce the imports and the 
threat is to reduce U.S. petroleum 
demand, he said. 
‘‘My approach would be to pursue 
very vigorous conservation.” 
Sawbills attitude should be welcome 
to the 
adm inistration’s top en­ 
vironmental advisers, Environmental 
Protection Administrator Russell E. 
Train and Chairman Russell W. Pe­ 
terson of the Council on Environmental 
Quality. 
Train charged Monday that energy 
conservation was mostly just talk so 
far and said he saw no great push in 


that direction by the Federal Energy 
Office, which has authority over energy 
conservation programs. 
Peterson is urging a national goal of 
reducing the growth rate of energy 
consumption from its recent 4 or 5 per 
cent a year to 1.8 per cent.

Youthful looking at 61, Jackson as 
chairm an of the Senate Interior 
Committee has been a key figure in 
congressional efforts to deal with the 
energy crisis. 
He is also chairman of the Per­ 
manent Investigations Subcommittee 
and a senior member of the Armed 
Services Committee. An advocate of a 
strong military posture, Jackson has 
been an outspoken champion of Israel 
and a critic of U.S. Soviet detente. 
Jackson first came to the Capitol 
after being elected to the House at age 
28. Initially elected senator in 1952, he 
was re-elected in 1970 with more than 80 
per cent of the vote. 


Outside his home state, Jackson’s 
major political strength is among 
leaders of organized labor and party 
officials in the South and West. 
Jackson got the second most votes at 
the 1972 Democratic National Con­ 
vention. Though he intends to delay any 
formal decision for at least a year, he 
makes no bones about his interest in 
another presidential race. 
After getting up early, the senator 
shaves, gives his son Peter, 8, a good 
brushing up, then he’s downstairs for 
breakfast—plus a good morning kiss 
from his 11-year-old daughter, Anna 
Marie. 
Jackson shares a moment with his 
wife, the former Helen Hardin, whom 
he m arried in 1961 after long years of 
bachelorhood. He manages to do a bit 
of tinkering with his 1961 automobile.

Glenn leads the polls, slightly. 
Metzenbaum, a former labor attorney, 
has captured the unions, or most of the 
unions. 
Glenn slowly erodes 
Met­ 
zenbaum’s labor and state Democratic 
party endorsements, inching forward. 
Glenn, shedding the “boy scout” 
image he acquired in a loss to Met­ 
zenbaum in 1970’s primary, remains 
the aggressor. 
He made a “full disclosure” of his 
financial status, including income tax 
returns back to 1965, and demands 
M etzenbaum do the sam e. 
M et­ 
zenbaum disclosed his holdings and net 
worth — $3.6 million, calling it “the 
fullest disclosure ever made by a U.S. 
Senator.” 
Glenn makes his opponent’s refusal 
to display his past income tax returns 
the reason for turning down a recent 
proposal for a series of televised de­ 
bates. 
“ If Howard 
Metzenbaum 
cannot 
trust the Democratic voters of Ohio 
with information about his taxes and 
finances, how can they trust him with 
their votes?” Glenn asked. 
Metzenbaum released his 1973 tax 
return and countered with a charge 
that Glenn was "back peddling” and 
called on him to “get on with the im­ 
portant business of the campaign, a 
dialogue about who is better qualified 
to serve the people of Ohio.” 
Glenn and Metzenbaum have been 
political adversaries for years. 
Glenn, who filed for the nomination in 
1964 and dropped out after suffering a 
head injury in a bathroom fall, lost by 
13,442 votes to Metzenbaum in the 1970 
primary. Two lesser known candidates 
in the fourway race compiled 32,000 
votes. 
Metzenbaum 
later lost the 
1970 
general election to U.S. Sen. Robert 
Taft Jr., R-Ohio. 
Late last year, Metzenbaum was 


chosen by Gov. John J. Gilligan, a 
Democrat, to serve out the term of 
William B. Saxbe, then Ohio’s senior 
senator and now attorney general 
Gilligan acted after being urged by 
state and national labor leaders with 
Whom Metzenbaum enjoys a 
long 
rapport. Gilligan later won M et­ 
zenbaum the backing of the state party 
organization, 
Glenn turned down an offer from 
Gilligan to run for lieutenant governor 
on the governor’s re-election ticket. 
Ordinarily, a candidate with the 
backing of his party, the governor, 
organized labor, and plenty of money 
could 
rest 
at 
ease 
in 
an 
Ohio 
Democratic primary. But Metzenbaum 
has problems. 
Just before he was sworn in last 
January, Metzenbaum revealed he 
deposited $118,000 with the Internal 
Revenue Service pending settlement of 
back income tax issues. Glenn has 
sought to make that, along with the 
payment of no income tax by Met­ 
zenbaum in 1969, gut issues in the 
primary. 
The senator was rankled by Glenn’s 
comment and expressed confidence the 
money will be returned after the IRS 
com pletes its investigation. ‘‘Mud 
slinging,” M etzenbaum said, and 
repeated his invitation “for the colonel 
to join me on the high level to bring the 
real issues before the people.” 
Another tim e, M etzenbaum was 
furious when an aide in Glenn’s 
h eadquarters 
reportedly 
told 
a 
newsman that the senator’s home was 
built with non-union labor. “A vicious 
lie,” Metzenbaum countered. 
Metzenbaum’s campaign director, 
Jam es J. Schiller, asserted the 
statement was aimed “at the senator’s 
overw helm ing support among the 
working people of this state. 
“But it is doomed to fail. It is an 
unmitigated lie,” Schiller said. 


JOHN GLENN 
Glenn said Metzenbaum’s claim of 
overwhelming labor support is invalid. 
Glenn predicts he will have the support 
of rank-and-file union workers when 
the polls open. 
Metzenbaum has the endorsement of 
the Ohio AFL-CIO and the United Auto 
Workers. 
Yet, Glenn cites big labor support of 
his own: 2,500 service employes in 
Youngstown, teamsters in 
Dayton, 
steelworkers in Mansfield and the 
Paper Workers Union of Ohio. He has

picked up endorsements of county 
Democratic organizations, defecting 
from state headquarters. 
Glenn’s greatest county endorsement 
victory was Franklin County, the state 
capital which voted for Metzenbaum in

to match the $800,000 he spent in the 
1970 primary, much going to television. 
Glenn’s press secretary estimates the 
Glenn camp will spend half that.

Set strike 
at Ohio U 
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f i r e s t o n e 


ATH ENS, Ohio (AFO - Members of 
the Student Workers Union have voted 
to begin a campus-wide strike Monday. 
The strike vote came Wednesday 
night after some 50 student employes 
ended a one-day walkout at Nelson 
Commons cafeteria. 
Union organizer Mark Stachwell of 
Columbus said the campus-wide strike 
“ will continue until the university ad­ 
ministration recognizes the SWU as a 
bargaining agent for all student 
workers or agrees to bargain in good 
faith.” 
The union claim s to represent 240 of 
what it says is a total of 1,200 student 
employes on campus. 
The university says there are 2,500 
student employes on campus, but the 
union says it does not include students 
involved in federally-sponsored work- 
study programs and those who work 
less than nine hours a week.

9-day strike 
against Kroger 
comes to end 


CIN CIN N ATI, Ohio (A P ) — Local 390 
of the Retail, Wholesale and Depart­ 
ment Store Workers Union ended a 
nine-day strike against the Kroger Co. 
Wednesday night by narrowly ratifying 
a three-year contract, 248-240. 
A ll 60 C incinnati superm arkets 
remained open during the walkout. A 
Kroger candy plant remains struck by 
the production, shipping, sanitation 
and oilers union. 
The pact means a $1.58-an-hour raise 
over the three years. Base salary for 
six-year employes is now $4.20. 
The union also won the right to 
respect the picket lines of other unions 
after 48 hours. The old contract said 
five days, officials said. 


Neither company is likely to change 
attitudes immediately, but their claims 
seem to open a phase of the energy con­ 
troversy in which opposing views might 
be better analyzed and the objective 
truth distilled from them. 
One of the popular assumptions about 
the shortage is that the proliferation of 
electric appliances, such as tooth­ 
brushes and self-cleaning ovens and the 
like are among the chief culprits. 
But, says G E, a self-cleaning over 
uses only slightly more electricity than 
a conventional oven. 
A statement released here in March 
said: 
“ It is essential to recognize that the 
300 million major appliances presently 
in use consume a small fraction of our 
total energy. Only about 5 per cent of 
the tot§l energy supply is being used in 
the home’ ...” 
GM ’s anger was made known to the 
subcommittee in the form of a request 
to suspend distribution of what it terms 
a false, misleading document. If that 
document is distributed again, it asked 
that G M ’s position accompany it. 
The chief causes for G M ’s anger 
were assertions that: 
—GM aided the Nazis during World 
W ar II through its subsidiary, the 
Adam Opel Co., After the German 
invasion of Poland, GM claims, it had 
little effective control of Opel decisions. 
—GM 
helped 
supress 
rail 
tran­ 
sportation. 
—GM helped destroy more than IOO 
surface rail systems, its motive being 
to promote the sale of its gasoline-using 
products.

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Lima State case reviews said needed

When I first met Peter Nicastro 
about 15 years ago, he was an award* 
winning specialist on portaiture with a 
studio in Garfield, a small New Jersey 
town, which earned him an enviable 
national reputation in the studio por­ 
trait field. 
After that, we met periodically at 
professional photography conventions 
where he continued to win awards and 
had branched out into photographic 
lecturing, teaching and writing. 
Along the way he had also become a 
globe-girdling photographer recording 
travel scenics and native personalities 
in 51 countries. The pictures were 
exhibited and brought international 
notice. 
Two years ago I met Nicastro in an 
exhibition hall in Cologne, Germany, at 
Photokina, the world’s largest photo 
fair. Did you ever meet someone who 
was irrespressibly joyful and bubbling 
with excitement when describing his 
work? Well, that’s Peter Nicastro 
talking photography or his part in it. 
I gathered that lecturing and 
teaching portraiture had taken up a 
greater share of his time in recent 
years but that he felt there had to be a 
better way for one man to reach a 
wider audience than one group at one 
place at one time. 
“I believe I’ve found that better 
way!” he added. ‘‘I’ve been working 
for the past year on a modern audio­ 
visual teaching system. It’ll consist of a 
series of slides illustrating tape- 
recorded lessons and supplemented by 
a printed workbook for permanent 
reference. 
“It’s a way to share the techniques 
I’ve been teaching fellow professionals 
and students for many years. It’s a 
system whereby one recording can 
reach hundreds of individuals or 
groups in hundreds of cities at the same 
time — or at any place or time con­ 
venient for any audience. 
“ I think it’s a breakthrough in por­ 
trait instruction. . . a teaching method 
that’s not been done before.” 


THAT BRINGS US to the present 
chapter of the story. I had another 
reunion with Nicastro recently and he 
was as exuberant and spirited as ever 
but this time like a proud father with a 
new baby. And that’s practically what 
it was. 
Three years of work have produced a 
tangible result, an audio-visual, self­ 
learning study course: “The Dynamics 
of Light in Portrait Photography” by 
Peter A. Nicastro for Photography 
Learning Systems, Garfield, N J. 
“Here it is,” he said. "Although when 
I saw you in 1972 in Photokina, I had no 
idea of how many technical com­ 
plications lay ahead of me. The basic 
concept of teaching by combining 
slides with explanatory tape recordings 
plus a studybook for reference seemed 
simple enough. 
But production of the completed 
package required the coordinated skills 
of a great many friends who are also 
engineers, 
sound 
technicians, 
educators, script writers, editors and 
printers. With their guidance and 
expertise, the 
production 
came 
through. 
“It’s a package of photo education. 
It's topic is basic lighting in por­ 
traiture. Its students can be individuals 
or groups. They can study anywhere 
they can set up a tape recorder and a 
slide projector and screen. The groups 
can be camera clubs; in neighborhood 
or hobby centers; or photo classes in 
high schools, colleges or 
adult 
education facilities. 
“Teaching portrait lighting by this 
audio-visual approach is a first of its 
kind,” Nicastro reported. “It’s been in 
operation the past few months and the 
reports have been good. Now meet the 
•baby.’ ”

The light opening bid has 
much to be said in its favor, but 
there are times when the bid 
boomerangs and causes its user 
endless grief. 
Consider this deal from a 
team match where, at the first 
table, South got to five clubs 
after East opened the bidding 
with a heart. The two notrump 
bid by North was of the unusual 
notrump variety and announced 


a distributional hand with great 
length in both minor suits. 
West led the king and another 
heart and East continued with a 
heart, ruffed in dummy. 
Declarer thus learned that East 
had a six-card suit, and was of 
course already aware that 
East’s opening bid was rather 
lacking in substance. 
This knowledge had a great 
bearing on the problem of how 
to play the clubs so as to avoid a 
trump loser, which was the crux 
of the hand. There was no way 
of making the contract if East 
had the guarded king of chiba, 
so declarer assumed that West 
had that card. 
Accordingly, South played a 
diamond to the king and led the 
jack of clubs (not the two, which 
would ordinarily rank as the 
better play). West covered with 
the king, taken by the ace. 
The question that now arose 
was whether East had started 
with a singleton club, and 
declarer rightly decided that 
East would not have opened the 
bidding without that dis­ 
tributional asset 
South therefore ruffed a 
diamond, led a club, and 
finessed the nine. As a result, he 
made five clubs. 
At the other table, where the 
declarer at the same contract 
did not have the benefit of an 
opening bid by East, South 
played the clubs more normally 
and went down one.

Home heating from a manure pile is the 
ultimate goal of a simple tank con­ 
verter fashioned by Alton Eliason and 
Joseph Pelliccio. 
Two home-fuel tanks connected by 
pipes already are producing enough 
methane gas to heat Eliason’s 
greenhouse, they say. 
When 
the converter 
is

operational it will use manure from 
Eliason’s chickens plus dead leaves 
and plants from the greenhouse to 
produce gas. 
“The residue is even richer than when 
it went in and will make excellent 
fertilizer for the greenhouse,’’ Eliason 
said. 
With success and a sufficient supply 
of chicken manure the two hope to 
create a larger converter and switch 
the oil-heating system of Eliason’s 
home to methane gas next winter. 
“The beauty of the thing is its cost,’’ 
Eliason said. The existing converter 
would cost between $200 and $300 to 
build, he said, and the gas-making 
ingredients cost little, if anything.

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U.N. Assembly 
seeks to help 
poor nations 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) — 
Delegates to the special United Nations 
General Assembly have assigned top 
priority to measures aimed at helping 
the poorest countries stave off 
economic ruin. 
But they can’t agree on where the 
money for the immediate special 
measures is coming from. 
The 
“working party” of the 
Assembly’s special economic session 
decided Wednesday night that various 
proposals for easing the present hard­ 
ships of needy countries should be 
taken up ahead of longer-range mat­ 
ters. 
Chairman Eustace Seignoret of 
Trinidad-Tobago asked for specific 
proposals in writing for the discussion 
starting today, midpoint of the special 
session. 
A cabinet minister from Sri Lanka 
told the assembly that fuel, food and 
fertilizer price rises have brought 
“some developing countries...including 
my own...to the brink of a disaster.’’ 
It is a disaster “which could not 
merely imperil economic development 
programs but which could even 
threaten the very foundations of their 
social and political order... Some 
measures of urgent and immediate 
relief must be found while the ultimate 
solution is being sought,” said Felix 
Dias Bandaranaike, the Asian island 
nation’s minister of public admin­ 
istration, local government, home 
affairs and justice. 
Bandaranaike said his country must 
pay 300 per cent more than it did in 1973 
for oil, 162 per cent more for fertilizer 
and 170 per cent more for rice and 
flour. 
Proposals have been submitted or 
are expected from Iran, France, 
Japan, Romania, Zaire, West Ger­ 
many, Ivory Coast, Argentina, Algeria, 
the United States and Italy. 
But there is a basic conflict over the 
main source of new funds to feed and 
fuel the approximately 30 poorest coun­ 
tries hit hardest by rising oil and fer­ 
tilizer prices. Their added costs 
through the end of 1975 have been 
estimated at from $9.5 billion to $12 
billion. 
The industrialized countries are 
asking the oil exporting nations to 
contribute generously of their new 
wealth. Major Middle East oil nations 
have replied at the assembly that 
prime responsibility rests with the 
advanced nations.

Talking trash can 
swallows 
, 
Thank You' 
says 


BROOKVILLE, N.Y. (AP) — He 
talks, he sings, he makes slightly 
risque suggestions and he swallows 
garbage. 
He’s Arthur, the talking trash can. 
His inventor thinks a kind word from 
Arthur encourages people to fill him 
with garbage rather than dump it 
where it doesn’t belong. 
Arthur is the brainchild of Charles 
Hamad, 24, of Danbury, Conn., a 
graduate student in psychology at C.W. 
Post College, and Dr. Jeff Corey, an as­ 
sociate psychology professor and 
Hamad’s thesis adviser. 
Arthur’s voice is a tape cassette, 
activated when trash is stuffed into the 
45-gallon can. 
Hamad said he has five different 
tapes for Arthur. Several say, “Thank 
you,” one plays music and another 
makes random noises. 
And then there is what Hamad calls 
the “X-rated tape.” 
Hamad says it’s “kind of corny, but 
says things like, ‘Meet me up in your 
room in IO minutes with a whip and a 
prune danish.’” 
But Hamad says a simple “thank 
you” seems to work best. 
Arthur is a standard plastic trash 
can. There is a face painted on the lid, 
with blond hair, blue eyes and yellow 
teeth. The teeth surround a plastic 
mouth attached by a hinge, through 
which garbage is deposited. 
When the mouth is pushed, the 
cassette is activated. 
Hamad says he placed Arthur in a 
college dining hall for about four hours 
one day. 
For the first hour, the cassette was 
turned off, and only 20 persons stuffed 
garbage in Arthur. 
For the next three hours, the cassette 
was turned on and “a few hundred 
people” used Arthur, Hamad said. 
But Hamad says Arthur has been 
used only for about 15 hours and more 
data is needed to confirm his theory 


that people are more likely to use trash 
cans if the can talks back, and to 
determine whether the novelty will 
wear off. 
“ Basically it’s an example of 
behavior modification, it’s merely a 
mild form of reward,” Corey said. 
Hamad says some students have had 
trouble coping with Arthur, the gabby 
garbage collector. 
“One person had keys in his hand and 
he thought it was a regular garbage 
can,” Hamad said. “He was sort of 
taken aback by the response the can 
gave him. He dropped his keys in it and 
we had to take the whole thing apart to 
get his keys back.”

Glenn OKs debate 
with Metzenbaum

U.S. Senate candidate John Glenn 
accepted his opponent’s challenge 
Wednesday to public debates, but he 
promised U.S. Sen. Howard Met­ 
zenbaum, D-Ohio, he would press hard 
on the issue of “openess and candor” in 
financial disclosures. 
In response, Metzenbaum, on the 
campaign trail in Canton, said he “is 
anxious to ask Col. Glenn a few 
questions about his finances, too.” 
Glenn said he would debate Met­ 
zenbaum April 25 on WEWS-TV in 
Cleveland, May I at the Cincinnati 
Communications Coalition and May 3 
at the Cleveland City Club. 
“I believe the public’s right to see the 
candidates 
for 
the 
Democratic 
nomination discuss issues on the same 
platform should not be impaired any 
longer by Howard’s refusal to make a 
complete financial disclosure,” Glenn 
said. 
Responded Metzenbaum: 
“I am 
pleased that John Glenn has partially 
capitulated on the issue of free and 
open debate. But he is still running 
away from making himself available in 
Columbus, Toledo and Dayton.” 
Glenn earlier had accepted a date to 
debate Metzenbaum in Cleveland, then 
changed his mind saying he would only 
participate in a debate if Metzenbaum 


disclosed his federal income tax 
returns for 1969-72. 
Glenn said Wednesday the same 
provision goes for any dedates other 
than the three he listed. 
Both candidates disclosed their 
federal and state income tax returns 
for 1973, but Metzenbaum has refused 
to disclose prior income tax forms 
claiming they include information 
about private individuals who have not 
waived their rights to privacy. 
Earlier in the year Metzenbaum 
released financial information which 
he said should clear up any questions 
about conflicts of interest. 
Metzenbaum and Glenn both were 
scheduled to be in Cleveland tonight for 
fund-raising dinners. 
In other Ohio politics, state Sen. Tony 
P. Hall, D-6 Dayton, candidate for 
secretary of state, blasted the 
Republican incumbent for a 24-year 
record of perpetuating “outdated elec­ 
tion practices.” Hah charged that 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown “has 
consciously maintained practices 
which systematically deny the right to 
register and vote to thousands of 
Ohioans.” 
The unopposed Republican in­ 
cumbent said his office for years has 
“been responsible for legislation that 
makes it easier to register and vote.”

Israeli planes bombed and strafed 
Syrian positions on strategic Mt. 
Hermon again today, Egypt hinted it 
might join the battle, and another 
terrorist explosion erupted in a Tel 
Aviv suburb, injuring 13 persons, of­ 
ficials reported. 
The Israeli planes scrambled 
following artillery barrages aimed at 
Israeli troops occupying the 9,232-foot 
mountaintop, often described as 
Israel’s Middle East eyes, an Israeli 
spokesman said. 
At the same time Syrian gunners also 
opened up on Israeli forces in the 
southern sector of the 300-square-mile 
Syrian enclave captured last October, 
the Israelis said. But the Syrians 
charged the Israelis with firing first. 
It was the second straight day Israeli 
planes were called into action and the 
fourth time in a week. 
Israel has held all high ground on 
Hermon since the October war. From 
the craggy windswept top viewers can 
see Damascus and beyond, the Israelis 
say. 
In Cairo, War Minister Ahmed Ismail 
said Egypt would fight alongside the 
Syrians if the situation on the Golan 
Heights became critical. 
Ismail, who is commander in chief of 
the armies of both Syria and Egypt, 
said: “If the fighting became more 
serious or the situation became criti­ 
cal, no doubt we will take part.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Director 
John T. Dunlop of the Cost of Living 
Council says an estimated 13.6 per cent 
increase in costs for the nation’s steel 
firms will result in sharply rising steel 
prices. 
“We expect prices to increase sub­ 
stantially,” Dunlop told a news con­ 
ference Wednesday.

terference when wage and price con­ 
trols expire April 30. 
“We think there will be rather sub­ 
stantial inflationary pressures in the 
economy growing out of steel prices,” 
Dunlop said. 
He noted that the pending price in­ 
creases would be on top of the 9.2 per 
cent hikes already allowed the steel in­ 
dustry during the Phase 4 controls 
program. 
The 13.6 per cent increase in costs 
projected by the steel companies would 
be for the period from Jan. 81 to July 31, 
according to Dunlop.

Simon to tackle 
inflation problem 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The coun­ 
try’s high inflation rate will replace the 
energy crisis as the number one 
challenge for William E. Simon, Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s choice as his fourth 
secretary of the Treasury. 
Nixon

46-year-old 
millionaire and former Wall Street 
investment 
banker 
to 
succeed 
economist George P. Shultz, who steps 
down in May after nearly two years at 
the Treasury Department helm. 
Simon has served since December as 
head of the Federal Energy Office. The 
White House said he will be succeeded 
as energy administrator by his deputy, 
John C. Sawhill, 37. 
Simon’s appointment as Treasury 
secretary is expected to touch off a 
struggle among Nixon’s economic 
advisers to gain a portion of the con­ 
siderable influence over economic 
policy-making held by Shultz. 
Nixon said he would take a more 
active hand himself in economic 
planning and will head the important 
Council on Economic Policy, a post 
previously held by Shultz. 
Other positions held by Shultz that 
will not go to Simon include assistant to 
the President for domestic and in­ 
ternational economic policy, which will 
remain unfilled for the time being, and 
chairman of the Cost of Living Council, 
a position of declining influence that 
will be filled on an interim basis by 
council director John T. Dunlop. 
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Sources say that Simon will face a 
difficult challenge in the international 
policy-making arena from Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger, who Monday 
showed his interest in this field in an 
important statement on U.S. foreign 
economic policy delivered to the United 
Nations in New York. 
But Simon is said by aides to feel the 
major problem facing him as Treasury 
secretary will be the country’s wor­ 
sening inflation rate, which saw con­ 
sumer prices rise 8.8 per cent last year, 
and at a 12 per cent rate during the first 
two months of this year. 
Simon is said to generally support the 
approach to inflation followed by 
Shultz, including steps to increase agri­ 
cultural supplies combined with con­ 
servative spending and money supply 
policies. 
Like Shultz, Simon is cool to 
economic controls. 
Simon likely will give additional 
details on his thinking on ways of 
combatting inflation when he appears 
before the Senate Finance Committee 
for .confirmation hearings; expected 
early next week.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon has pledged efforts to lower U.S. 
trade barriers with Latin America and 
said he will encourage American pri­ 
vate investment in the region. 
Serving as host for 24 Latin American 
foreign ministers at a White House 
dinner Wednesday night, Nixon listed 
trade and private investment as two

Congress is in recess, nearly four dozen 
senators and representatives are

The legislators are members of 
delegations to international con­ 
ferences in Romania, Malaysia, Korea 
and Taiwan. 
Their itineraries also include stops in 
Paris, Athens, Istanbul, Singapore and 
Hong Kong.

$75 a day spending money. 
On two of the trips, the congressional 
delegations will meet with legislators 
from other countries to “talk and pass 
resolutions on international topics of 
the day,” said the State Department 
official who asked not to be named.

third group will look on as observers 
while outgoing Treasury Secretary 
George P. Shultz participates in the 
annual meeting of the Asian De 
Development Bank in Kuala Lumpur, 
Malaysia. 
On all three trips, some wives are 
going along “for protocol reasons,” 
said an aide to Rep. Melvin Price, D-IU. 
Price and his wife are part of a 50- 
person delegation headed by House

D-Mass., 
attending 
in­ 
terparliamentary conferences in South 
Korean and Taiwan. 
The State Department handles 
arrangements for most overseas trips 
but refers all queries concerning 
itineraries to Capitol Hill.

Demo election wins to shape strategies 


WASHINGTON (AP) - And now Bob 
Traxler takes his place beside John P. 
Murtha, Richard VanderVeen, Thomas 
Luken and Robert Lagomarsino. 
Their collective clout in Washington 
doesn’t add up to much. They are, after 
all, the most junior members of the 
House of Representatives. 
But the way they got there will be a 
significant factor in shaping campaign 
strategy in both political parties for the 
congressional election season just 
ahead. 
For they are the men who won the 
special House elections of 1974, all in 
what had been safely Republican 
districts. 
All 
but 
Californian 
Lagomarsino are Democrats. 
“No Republican should assume he 


has a safe seat any more,” said Sen. 
Robert P. Griffin of Michigan, the 
Senate GOP whip. 
Democrat Traxler’s victory in the 
Saginaw, Mich., area made it four out 
of five for Democrats — and while the 
White House said President Nixon was 
not disheartened, some Republicans 
who will be running in November ob­ 
viously were. 
“It appears some Democrats are 
riding the President’s coattail to 
Washington,” said Republican Gov. 
William G. Milliken of Michigan, where 
VanderVeen earlier captured another 
traditionally GOP House seat. 
In each of the five special elections, 
the issues raised had included national 
and

problems, 


Watergate and the President himself. 
Although Nixon spent a day cam­ 
paigning for Traxler’s Republican 
opponent, the White House maintained 
that the President had not become the 
big issue in Tuesday’s election. 
No one can prove or disprove that

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Was 
Patricia Hearst forced to take part in 
the Symbionese Liberation Army bank 
robbery? 
Everyone from the U.S. attorney 
general to the governor of California 
seems to have a different opinion. 
U.S. Atty. Gen. William Saxbe told a 
Washington news conference Wed­ 
nesday he personally thought that Miss 
Hearst “was not a reluctant participant 
in this robbery.” 
He labeled the SLA a group of 
“common criminals” and said he in­ 
cluded Miss Hearst “as part of them.” 
Miss Hearst was abducted Feb. 4. In 
the last communique from the SLA, 
which claimed it kidnaped her, Miss 
Hearst scorned her parents and said 
she had joined her captors. 
The FBI has issued a warrant for 
Miss Hearst’s arrest as a material 
witness to Monday’s armed holdup at a 
Hibernia Bank branch, in which five 
bandits who identified themselves as 
members of the SLA stole $10,690. Two 
bystanders were shot during the 
getaway. 
Authorities said Miss Hearst was 


identified as one of the five from 
automatic photographs taken in the 
bank during the holdup. 
Miss Hearst’s father, newspaper 
executive Randolph A. Hearst, refused 
to comment on Saxbe’s remarks, ex­ 
cept to call them “speculation.” 
In Sacramento, Gov. Ronald Reagan 
said he believed Miss Hearst acted 
under duress — “There still is no 
conclusive proof that she was there or 
participating of her own free will.” 
U.S. Atty. James L. Browning Jr. 
said a federal grand jury is reviewing 
the evidence and might issue in­ 
dictments by next week. 
Edward Shea, 66, a guard at the 
bank, said the woman identified as 
Miss Hearst took an active role in the 
holdup, “giving orders and all that, 
saying she would shoot the first guy 
that moved. 
“She wasn’t scared. She let it be 
known that she meant business. She 
had a gun and looked ready to use it.” 
After studying the photographs, Miss 
Hearst’s mother, Catherine, said she 
wasn’t convinced her daughter was 
even a participant.

The possibility that wheat exports 
might drop significantly was raised by 
reports showing clearances from U.S. 
ports last week totaled around 8.5 
million bushels. That was the lowest 
one-week export total in about two 
years, Shanklin said. 
Wheat shipments from U.S. ports had 
averaged about 18 million bushels per 
week since Jan. I. During peak activity 
last year they rose to more than 32 
million bushels per week. 
The low mark for wheat exports last 
week raised doubts among some grain 
traders that shipments would pick up 
enough from now on to boost the total 
for the year ending June 30 to the 
department’s estimate of 1.2 billion. 
Reports filed by exporters showed 
that nearly 932.8 million bushels of 
wheat had been shipped as of March 31 
for the fiscal year which began last 
July I. Wheat remaining for delivery to 
known destinations this fiscal year 
totaled 
221.5 
million, 
unknown 
destinations added anbther 58.1 million. 
Thus, counting wheat already 
shipped and the total exporters said 
remained for delivery, the gross wheat 
exports by June 30 could total slightly 
more than 1.2 billion bushels. 
Shanklin said the arrival of spring 
shipping from Great Lakes ports is 
expected to stimulate wheat exports 
from now on. Hius, he said, the 1.2 
billion bushels estimated still appears a 
sound figure.

According to police Blankenship left 
the center Feb. 27 with the tluree 
youths.

Blankenship took the other two boys 
to a South Point, Ohio, motel a ^ 
registered there as Roger Dale Sturgil, 
Bowen said. The boys told police they 
were under the assumption that he had 
adopted them, Bowen said. 
The* following day, according to 
Bowen, the three went in a car to 
Amelia, Ohio, where Blankenship 
rented a mobile home. The boys 
enrolled in a local school and attend^ 
classes two days before moving on. 
Bowen said Blankenship left March 
6, took the boys, drove across the Ohio 
river and into Pendleton County where 
he rented another house. Local neigh­ 
bors gave them some old furniture, 
police said. 
The boys told police that Blankenship 
got a job for $60 a week at a nearby 
farm and the three of them ate fresh 
deer meet provided by a hunter. After 
attending classes for one day, the 
youths did not return to a local school. 
Authorities discovered Blankenship 
after a curious woman inquired why 
the boys failed to return to school, 
Bowen said. 
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Radiation peril aloft 


One wonders how long it is going to 
take the government to crack down 
on laxity in shipment of radioactive 
materials on commercial passenger 
aircraft. 
There ought to be new impetus in 
the recent episode involving an 
inadequately shielded shipment of 
iridium 192. Passengers aboard two 
Delta Air Lines flights may have 
been exposed to harmful radiation. 
The intensity of that exposure is 
problematical; the Atomic Energy 
Commission is investigating. But in 
a sense this is beside the point. It 


should be possible to assure that 
under all normal circumstances 
airlines passengers will not be 
subjected to such a hazard. 
There are two ways of attacking 
the problem. One would be for the 
appropriate federal agencies to 
enforce tough packaging standards 
to guarantee against improper 
shielding of radioactive materials. 
Another would be to ban all tran­ 
sportation of such materials on 
commercial airliners. 
The latter course has been 
proposed by the Air Line Pilots 


Association. The Federal Aviation 
Administration balks 
at this, 
maintaining that it is the airlines] 
responsibility to make sure that any 
radioactive shipments are properly 
labeled and safely packaged. 
This is not an acceptable response. 
The AEC and the FAA should 
combine forces to set fail-safe 
standards and see that they are 
policed. 
If the agencies object to this, then 
an order should be issued requiring 
that radioactive shipments be made 
only on non-passenger aircraft. 
A WORD EDGEWISE . . . by John P. Roche 
French politics as usual 


By the time this column appears 
there may be as many as 25 announced 
candidates for the French presidency. 
April 16 was the deadline for 
declarations of intention, but a large 
number of the characters who an­ 
nounced their ambition to replace the 
late Georges Pompidou are engaging in 
political blackmail and — even though 
their names will appear on the May 5 
ballot — will by then have announced 
their support for someone else. 
One party’s “candidate” is con­ 
spicuous by his absense: there is no 
Communist. Georges Marchaise, the 
extremely shrewd leader of the Parti 
Communiste (PCF), already has an­ 
nounced endorsement of Socialist 
Francois Mitterrand. 
This is a mixed blessing for Mit­ 
terrand. The advantage is that the 
highly disciplined Communist vote — 
which ranges from one-fifth to one- 
quarter of the electorate — is in his 
corner. Yet the thought of the PCF as a 
“government party” strikes many 
French voters as unthinkable. 
Mitterrand’s ideal scenario would 
have included a Communist candidate 
in the first round (if no one gets an 
absolute majority on May 5, the two top 
candidates go to a run-off on the 12th). 
This could have presented him with 
the opportunity to get in a few symbolic 
punches at the PCF, thus indicating he 
was no stooge for Marchaise. But this 
would also have been risky: the 
Communist candidate might have 
come in ahead of the Socialist, utterly 


joker has just emerged from the deck: 
Jean Royer. 
Royer made his name and fame by 
sponsoring a law that put “les super- 
m arches” (superm arkets) in an 
economic straitjakcet in the interests 
of small shopkeepers. (During the 
Depression, a number of American 
states passed similar laws, but failed to 
save the friendly neighborhood bakery, 
fish market or delicatessen from the 
encroachment of the big chain stores.) 
Naturally, he is a hero to the small 
businessmen. But there is an additional 
demension: Royer could emerge as the 
catalyst of what I have called the 
“ Danish Syndrome” — the anti­ 
political vote. 
There has always been a strong anti­ 
political tendency among the French, 
and de Gaulle capitalized on it until he 
became a bore. Voting for Royer could 
become the ideal way to kick the 
politicians in the tail. 


THIS IS PARTICULARLY true 
because the other right-wing nominees 
are old familiar faces who, for better or 
worse, have built a record. Jacques 
Chaban-Delmas, a form er Prime 
Minister, is known for his spectacular 
ability to (legally) avoid income 
taxation. 
Valery Giscard d’Estaing has been 
the Minister of Finance during a period 
of increasing inflation and unem­ 
ployment and is an outspoken economic 


conservative. At this writing it seems 
that Jean-Jacques Servan-Schreiber 
may be the candidate of his party of 
one: he consciously im itated the 
Kennedy image, won a remarkable 
victory in a legislative election, but 
didn’t have the sense to quit when he 
was ahead. 
Instead he made a complete ass of 
himself by running against Chaban- 
Delmas for mayor of Bordeaux; 
campaigning on his own turf, Chaban 
obliterated “J.J.S.S.” So much for 
charisma, so much for the “Parti 
Radical.” 
It is pointless to coninue these 
descriptions except to note that all the 
leading “Gaullists,” “neo-Gaullists” 
and “Independents” have, been in­ 
volved in politics up to their ears. So, 
for that matter, has Mitterrand, ll 
times a minister, who once achieved 
notoriety by having his car shot up. 
His “miraculous escape” was sub­ 
sequently explained by the news that he 
had staged the episode! 
Which brings us back to Jean Royer, 
a new face ideally situated to denouce 
all the “old boys” and call for an end to 
“petty politics.” 
Since there is no reason to believe 
that France will escape from the 
“Danish Syndrome,” which has been 
sweeping all of Western Europe and 
Great Britain, don’t be dumbstruck to 
see Metterrand and Royer as the 
candidates in the run-off on May 12.

to hamsters 


ALBANY, N. Y. (AP) - Health of­ 
ficials say they have traced an out­ 
break of a rare but usually mild form of 
meningitis in New York to hamsters. 
The State Health Department said 
Friday the disease, called LCM, 
usually produces a flulike illness with 
fever, muscle aches, pains and 
prostration. It normally is not fatal. 
The hamsters, state and New York 
City health officials said, were bred in 
Alabama and were purchased between 
Dec. 4, 1973 and March 24, 1974. They 
were identified in tests as the carriers 
of the disease. 
New York was one of eight states 
named Thursday by the U. S. Center for 
Disease Control1 itt Atlanta, GAj difi&bW 
total of 93 cases of LCM have been 
reported. The others were California, 
Minnesota, 
Nevada, 
Florida, 
Massachusetts and New Jersey. LCM 
is an acronym for lymphocytic chorio­ 
meningitis. It normally is not fatal. 
The New York City Health Depart­ 
ment urged new hamster owners to 
isolate their pets in a ventilated room 
and to notify the department.

NEW YORK (AP) - Two weeks 
from today, CBS News will air a one- 
hour daytime news special for women. 
It eventually could become a regular 
weekly event, according to a CBS 
executive in charge of th project. 
The show is called “Magazine” and is 
hosted by correspondents Sylvia Chase 
and Charles Kuralt. Employing a 
format similar to CBS’ “60 Minutes,” 
it’ll report on such diverse stories as 
hysterectom ies, econom ical super­ 
market shopping and how soap operas 
are put together. 
How did the show come about? Was it 
prompted by pressure from women’s 
activist groups who feel daytime tele­ 
vision should offer its predominantely 
female audience more than soap and 
games? 
“No, I wouldn’t think so,” says Bill 
Leonard, a CBS News senior vice 
president. He said it basically stemmed 


from a suggestion made about 1M> 
years ago by CBS program chief Fred 
Silverman. 
If the show gets the reaction CBS 
hopes it will, he said, it could become a 
weekly series in future years: “I would 
hope they (CBS brass) could make it 
• that.” 
It isn’t a low-budget effort, he said. 
Although he declined to say what the 
May 2 show is costing, he said the price 
tag was similar to that of a prime time 
documentary — in the $50,000 to 
$100,000 range. 
The show will pre-empt two soap 
operas — “The Guiding Light” and 
“The Edge of Night.” And Leonard 
expects gripes will come from devotees 
of those shows, as they usually do 
during such news pre-emptions. 
But he’s philosophical about it. “This 
is only an hour,” he said with a laugh. 
“I guess we can live with a few phone 
calls.”

Russians unhappy with Sadat

The Russians act as if they suspect 
they’ve been had by President Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt, and that can make 
them tougher to deal with in the search 
for an over all Middle East settlement. 
Moscow was never very happy in its 
relationship with Sadat’s predecessor, 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. But it is even 
more irked with the man who assumed 
Nasser’s mantle in 1970. 
This irritation has been increasing 
ever since the October war. Now, if 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
seems to run into mounting difficulties 
trying 
to bring about a military 
disengagement on the Syrianlsraeli 
front, it’s a good bet Soviet pique has 
something to do with it. 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko has been trying to counter 
Kissinger’s shuttle diplomacy in the 
Middle East, and Syria is the obvious 
route. The Kremlin wants badly to shift 
attention away from Kissinger’s ac­ 
tivities to an unwieldy Geneva con­ 
ference where the Russians can be 
more visible. 
Sadat irked Moscow by failing to go

along with that idea. But he had an­ 
noyed the Russians ever since October, 
when he failed to consult them on his 
war plans. He also: 
—Neglected to confide in his Russian 
allies before agreeing to Kissinger’s 
disengagement proposals. 
—Ignored a Soviet proposal that 
Russian and American officers sit in on 
the disengagem ent talks between 
Egypt and Israel; 
—Won majority backing for his 
policy from an Arab summit in Algiers. 
—Ignored Soviet advice and suc­ 
cessfully campaigned for suspension of 
the Arab oil embargo against the 
United States. 
—In a telecast this month retorted 
testily to Soviet complaints and ac­ 
cused Moscow of having opposed the 
October war and having been niggardly 
with arms help. At the same time a 
Cairo newspaper accused Moscow of 
systematically sabotaging Syria-Israel 
disengagem ent 
efforts 
and 
of 
begrudging Egypt better relations with 
the Americans. 
The Russians have had lots of time to 
get used to the idea that Sadat trusted 
them even less than Nasser did. 
Sadat is a devout Moslem who fears 
the Soviet brand of atheistic com­ 
munism. He gave a detailed account a 
few years ago of a bruising experience 
he had with Kremlin hard-sell when he 
visited Moscow at the head of an 
Egyptian delegation in May 1961. 
At that meeting, Nikita Khrushchev 


exploded when Sadat 
suggested 
Egypt’s international affairs were none 
of his business. 
Relations between Cairo and Moscow 
have always been on-again, off-again. 
They were severely strained in mid- 
1971 when Communists in the Sudan, 
Egypt’s neighbor, tried to seize power 
and failed; and again in 1972 when 
Sadat suggested the Russians were 
primarily interested in a no war-no 
peace situation in the Middle East be­ 
cause it would be advantageous to the 
communist cause. A few months after 
that Sadat abruptly told 15,000 Russian 
military advisers to pack up and go 
home, and the Kremlin had to grin and 
bear it.

Plan suit against segregation 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP)—The parents 
of eight Columbus school children plan 
to file a complaint against segregation 
in the city’s education system, their 
attorneys said Wednesday. 
On the advice of a federal judge, the 
families withdrew a request for an 
injunction against an $89.5 million 
building plan. Their original complaint 
said the plan would further racial 
separation. 
School attorneys will not take action 
until the new complaint comes to trial, 
probably sometime in December, 


spokesmen said. 
An Ohio State University education 
professor testified in the original 
hearing that the Columbus school 
system is “highly segregated.” 
Dr. Charles A. Glatt said he studied 
segregation in the schools for a period 
from 1969 to 1972. 
The judge said a ban on school 
construction would put undue burdens 
on taxpaying voters who in 1972 ap­ 
proved the money for a five-year 
construction program.

WASHINGTON (AP) — John C. 
Sawhill, designated Wednesday to head 
the Federal Energy Office, says the 
major thrust of his agency over the 
nejct 12 to 18 months will be toward 
energy conservation. 
Sawhill promised when his ap­ 
pointment was announced to send the 
President a plan by Nov. I, to make the 
nation self sufficient in energy. 
But in an interview before the an­ 
nouncement Sawhill said it would take 
several years at least to achieve any 
substantial increases in U.S. domestic 
oil and gas production. 
In the meantime, he said, the nation's 
imports of petroleum will continue to 
increase — making it even more 
vulnerable to sudden interruptions of 
supply, such as the recent Arab oil 
embargo. 
During the next few years, the only 
way to reduce the imports and the 
threat is to reduce U.S. petroleum 
demand, he said. 
“My approach would be to pursue 
very vigorous conservation.” 
Sawhill’s attitude should be welcome 
to the administration’s top en­ 
vironmental advisers, Environmental 
Protection Administrator Russell E. 
Train and Chairman Russell W. Pe­ 
terson of the Council on Environmental 
Quality. 
Train charged Monday that energy 
conservation was mostly just talk so 
far and said he saw no great push in 


that direction by the Federal Energy 
Office, which has authority over energy 
conservation programs. 
Peterson is urging a national goal of 
reducing the growth rate of energy 
consumption from its recent 4 or 5 per 
cent a year to 1.8 per cent. 
Sawhill talks in terms of a 3 per cent 
energy growth rate.

An advocate of a 
strong military posture, Jackson has 
been an outspoken champion of Israel 
and a critic of U.S. Soviet detente.

per cent of the vote. 


Outside his home state, Jackson’s 
major political strength is among 
leaders of organized labor and party 
officials in the South and West.

Though he intends to delay any 
formal decision for at least a year, he 
makes no bones about his interest in 
another presidential race.

Glenn leads the polls, slightly. 
Metzenbaum, a former labor attorney, 
has captured the unions, or most of the 
unions. Glenn slowly erodes Met­ 
zenbaum’s labor and state Democratic 
party endorsements, inching forward. 
Glenn, shedding the “boy scout” 
image he acquired in a loss to Met­ 
zenbaum in 1970’s primary, remains 
the aggressor. 
He made a “full disclosure” of his 
financial status, including income tax 
returns back to 1965, and demands 
Metzenbaum do the same. Met­ 
zenbaum disclosed his holdings and net 
worth — $3.6 million, calling it “the 
fullest disclosure ever made by a U.S.

Glenn makes his opponent’s refusal 
to display his past income tax returns 
the reason for turning down a recent 
proposal for a series of televised de­ 
bates. 
“ If Howard Metzenbaum cannot 
trust the Democratic voters of Ohio 
with information about his taxes and 
finances, how can they trust him with 
their votes?” Glenn asked. 
Metzenbaum released his 1973 tax 
return » id countered with a charge 
that Glenn was “back peddling” and 
called on him to “get on with the im­ 
portant business of the campaign, a 
dialogue about who is better qualified 
to serve the people of Ohio.” 
Glenn and Metzenbaum have been 
political adversaries for years. 
Glenn, who filed for the nomination in 
1964 and dropped out after suffering a 
head injury in a bathroom fall, lost by 
13,442 votes to Metzenbaum in the 1970 
primary. Two lesser known candidates 
in the fourway race compiled 32,000 
votes. 
Metzenbaum later lost the 1970 
general election to U.S. Sen. iRobert 
Taft Jr., R-Ohio. 
Late last year, Metzenbaum was 


chosen by Gov. John J. Gilligan, a 
Democrat, to serve out the term of

illiam B. Saxbe, then Ohio’s senior 
nator and now attorney general. 
Gilligan acted after being urged by 
State and national labor leaders with 
horn Metzenbaum enjoys a long 
apport. Gilligan later won Met- 
enbaum the backing of the state party 
organization. 
Glenn turned down an offer from 
Gilligan to run for lieutenant governor 
on the governor’s re-election ticket. 
Ordinarily, a candidate with the 
backing of his party, the governor, 
organized labor, and plenty of money 
could rest at ease 
in

Democratic primary. But Metzenbaum 
has problems. 
Just before he was sworn in last 
January, Metzenbaum revealed he 
deposited $118,000 with the Internal 
Revenue Service pending settlement of 
back income tax issues. Glenn has 
sought to make that, along with the 
payment of no income tax by Met­ 
zenbaum in 1969, gut issues in the 
primary. 
The senator was rankled by Glenn’s 
comment and expressed confidence the 
money will be returned after the IRS 
completes its investigation. “ Mud 
slinging,” Metzenbaum said, and 
repeated his invitation “for the colonel 
to join me on the high level to bring the 
real issues before the people.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — An eye 
safety expert has charged that no 
qualified safety officials are guiding 
accident prevention programs in the 
nation’s schools. 
James O’Neil of the Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness told the All- 
Ohio Safety Congress Wednesday every 
state and county department of edu­ 
cation should be required to hire 
qualified safety specialists similar to 
those hired by major corporations. 
Fined for fighting 


A Washington C.H. man was found 
guilty in Municipal Court Wednesday of 
disturbing the peace by fighting. Lewis 
H. Lute, 27, of 1126 Gregg St., was fined 
$25 by acting Judge John P. Case after 
being found guilty. The charge had 
been filed by city police. 


Neither company is likely to change 
attitudes immediately, but their claims 
seem to open a phase of the energy con­ 
troversy in which opposing views might 
be better analyzed and the objective 
truth distilled from them.

—GM aided the Nazis during World 
War II through its subsidiary, the 
Adam Opel Co., After the German 
invasion of Poland, GM claims, it had 
little effective control of Opel decisions. 
—GM helped supress rail tran­ 
sportation. 
—GM helped destroy more than IOO 
surface rail systems, its motive being 
to promote the sale of its gasoline-using 
products.

week. A company spokesman said

quest has been receive.

When I first met Peter Nicastro 
about 15 years ago, he was an award- 
winning specialist on portaiture with a 
studio in Garfield, a small New Jersey 
town, which earned him an enviable 
national reputation in the studio por­ 
trait field. 
After that, we met periodically at 
professional photography conventions 
where he continued to win awards and 
had branched out into photographic 
lecturing, teaching and writing. 
Along the way he had also become a 
globe-girdling photographer recording 
travel scenics and native personalities 
in 51 countries. The pictures were 
exhibited and brought international 
notice. 
Two years ago I met Nicastro in an 
exhibition hall in Cologne, Germany, at 
Photokina, the world’s largest photo 
fair. Did you ever meet someone who 
was irrespressibly joyful and bubbling 
with excitement when describing his 
work? Well, that’s Peter Nicastro 
talking photography or his part in it. 
I gathered that lecturing and 
teaching portraiture had taken up a 
greater share of his time in recent 
years but that he felt there had to be a 
better way for one man to reach a 
wider audience than one group at one, 
place at one time. 
“ I believe I’ve found that better 
way!” he added. ‘‘I ’ve been working 
for the past year on a modern audio­ 
visual teaching system. It’ll consist of a 
series of slides illustrating tape­ 
recorded lessons and supplemented by 
a printed workbook for permanent 
reference. 
“ Ifs a way to share the techniques 
I’ve been teaching fellow professionals 
and students for many years. It’s a 
system whereby one recording can 
reach hundreds of individuals or 
groups in hundreds of cities at the same 
time — or at any place or time con­ 
venient for any audience. 
‘‘I think it’s a breakthrough in por­ 
trait instruction. . . a teaching method 
that’s not been done before.” 


THAT BRINGS US to the present 
chapter of the story. I had another 
reunion with Nicastro recently and he 
was as exuberant and spirited as ever 
but this time like a proud father with a 
new baby. And that’s practically what 
it was. 
Three years of work have produced a 
tangible result, an audio-visual, self­ 
learning study course: “ The Dynamics 
of Light in Portrait Photography” by 
Peter A. Nicastro for Photography 
Learning Systems, Garfield, N .J. 
"Here it is,” he said. “ Although when 
I saw you in 1972 in Photokina, I had no 
idea of how many technical com­ 
plications lay ahead of me. The basic 
concept of teaching by combining 
slides with explanatory tape recordings 
plus a studybook for reference seemed 
simple enough. 
But production of the completed 
package required the coordinated skills 
of a great many friends who are also 
engineers, 
sound 
technicians, 
educators, script writers, editors and 
printers. With their guidance and 
expertise, 
the 
production 
came 
through. 
“ It’s a package of photo education. 
Ifs topic is basic lighting in por­ 
traiture. Its students can be individuals 
or groups. They can study anywhere 
they can set up a tape recorder and a 
slide projector and screen. The groups 
can be camera clubs; in neighborhood 
or hobby centers; or photo classes in 
high schools, colleges or adult 
education facilities. 
“ Teaching portrait lighting by this 
audio-visual approach is a first of its 
kind,” Nicastro reported. “ It’s been in 
operation the past few months and the 
reports have been good.

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Lima State case reviews said needed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Lima 
State Hospital patients under ob­ 
servation after criminal offenses, must 
have periodic reviews of their cases, 
the Ohio Supreme Court has ruled. 
In a case involving a Cincinnati man, 
the court said Wednesday that patients 
may be held for a “reasonable amount 
of time,” then some disposition must be 
made of their cases. 
The court said if it has been deter-

mined that a person cannot be restored 
to reason, he must be given full con­ 
sideration for commitment to a mental 
hospital. 
The ruling was in a suit filed by 
Robert L. Burton, who was charged in 
Hamilton County Common Pleas Court 
Aug. 2, 1962, with passing bad checks. 
Burton was found mentally unable to 
stand trial and sent to Lima “ until 
restored to reason.” 
Nine years later, Burton filed an 
appeal in Allen County asking to be 
released from Lima State. 


The court ruled Burton still was not 
capable of standing trial and referred 
the case to the Allen County Probate 
Court. 
The probate court, finding it 
“ unlikely” Burton would ever be able 
to stand trial, ordered that he be 
committed to the Dayton Mental 
Health Center. 
Under Ohio law, persons convicted of 
sex offenses or other crimes, or thought 
to be mentally incompetent, may be 
sent to Lima State for observation 
before sentencing. 


ST. MARYS, Ohio vAP) - The 3rd 
District Court of Appeals in Allen 
County has ruled that female employes 
at the St. Marys Goodyear Tire and 
Rubber Co. are eligible for 52 weeks of 
disability benefits for pregnancy. 
The court Wednesday issued a ruling 
supporting an arbitrator’s decision 
which extended the benefits beyond a 
six weeks’ limitation in the disability 
contract.

The light opening bid has 
much to be said in its favor, but 
there are times when the bid 
boomerangs and causes its user 
endless grief. 
Consider this deal from a 
team match where, at the first 
table, South got to five clubs 
after East opened the bidding 
with a heart. The two notrump 
bid by North was of the unusual 
notrump variety and announced 


a distributional hand with great 
length in both minor suits. 
West led the king and another 
heart and East continued with a 
heart, ruffed in dummy. 
Declarer thus learned that East 
had a six-card suit, and was of 
course already aware that 
East’s opening bid was rather 
lacking in substance. 
, 
This knowledge had a great 
bearing on the problem of how 
to play the clubs so as to avoid a 
trump loser, which was the crux 
of the hand. There was no way 
of making the contract if East 
had the guarded king of elute, 
so declarer assumed that West 
had that card. 
Accordingly, South played a 
diamond to the king and led the 
jack of clubs (not the two, which 
would ordinarily rank as the 
better play). West covered with 
the king, taken by the ace. 
The question that now arose 
was whether East had started 
with a singleton club, and 
declarer rightly decided that 
East would not have opened the 
bidding without that dis­ 
tributional asset 
South therefore ruffed a 
diamond, led a club, and 
finessed the nine/As a result he 
made five clubs. 
At the other table, where the 
declarer at the same contract 
did not have the benefit of an 
opening bid by East South 
played the clubs more normally 
and went down one.

The Crusty. Dry Nose 


I have a hole in the septum of 
my nose. My nose becomes 
crusty and dried and I can 
barely get any breath through 
it. Can anything be done about 
it?

Dear Mr. I.: The nasal sep­ 
tum is the wall that separates 
one side of the nose from the 
other. The front part of it is 
composed of cartilage; the back 
is a thin bone. 
A hole, 
or perforation, 
through the septum may be the 
result of surgery, injury as a 
result of chronic nose picking, 
or exposure to chemical fumes. 
Young people who have been 
sniffing cocaine are now sadly 
paying this additional penalty 
for their ill-advised habit 
Surgery for the repair of the 
septum has been tried. Un­ 
fortunately, the results are not 
always gratifying. The per­ 
foration may return, and get 
even larger. 
Continued lubrication with

Dear Mrs. V.: Trichomonas 
vaginalis is a common infection 
that is more annoying than 
serious. It occurs far more often 
in adults than in children. Yet 
children can become infected 
with the protozoan organism; 
trichomonas vaginalis. 
It sometimes spreads through 
camps and schools when rigid 
rules of cleanliness are not 
observed. Frequent bathing and 
individual towels can prevent 
its spread. 
There now are a number of 
excellent drugs which can 
control this condition. 
Only recently, greater at­ 
tention has been paid to the fact 
that husbands may harbor the 
protozoa on their skin, and thus 
continue to re-infect their 
wives. 
This should be considered in 
cases of adult infection.

Inventors try 
heating home 
with manure 


NORTH BRANFORD, Conn. (AP) - 
Home heating from a manure pile is the 
ultimate goal of a simple tank con­ 
verter fashioned by Alton Eliason and 
Joseph Pelliccio. 
Two home-fuel tanks connected by 
pipes already are producing enough 
methane gas to heat Eliason’s 
greenhouse, they say. 
When the converter is fully 
operational it will use manure from 
Eliason’s chickens plus dead leaves 
and plants from the greenhouse to 
produce gas. 
“The residue is even richer than when 
it went in and will make excellent 
fertilizer for the greenhouse,” Eliason 
said. 
With success and a sufficient supply 
of chicken manure the two hope to 
create a larger converter and switch 
the oil-heating system of Eliason’s 
home to methane gas next winter. 
“The beauty of the thing is its cost,” 
Eliason said. The existing converter 
would cost between $200 and $300 to 
build, he said, and the ga*-making 
ingredients cost little, if anything.
